Farming top interest 
of Pioneer Society 


president, G. Dutra

Except for serving three years overseas during World War II, Gerald Dutra 
— this year’s Lompoc Pioneer Society president, lived or worked within the 
same half-mile radius for the past fifty years. In other words, nearly all his 
life. 
Gerald now lives at 427 South E St. and farms beans and flowers on the Ren­ 
nie Ranch on the Santa Rosa Road. He was bom in Lompoc in 1925 and six 
months later was moved to the Santa Rosa Road where his father farmed the 
Cooper Ranch for 19 years and the Rennie Ranch for 11 years. 
Gerald has farmed the Rennie Ranch since 1949. 
The Dutras have never owned the Rennie or Cooper Ranches; they have just 
farmed them for nearly 50 years. 


The first Dutra to come to Lompoc was Anton, Gerald’s Azores Island born 
grandfather, in 1900. He farmed most of his life too, beginning in Boston at age 
13 in 1871 as a chore boy and later as a sheepherder. 
Anton moved to San Luis Obispo and married Rose Anne Netto in 1887. Five 
of their children were born there. 
They moved to Los Alamos in 1898 and moved again in 1900 to Bear Creek, 
which is now South Vandenberg AFB. As the Dutra children became of age, 
they attended Lynden School, driving a spring wagon up and down a big sand 
hill every day. 
In 1906, Anton and Rose bought a ranch at Four Corners northwest of Lompoc 
and farmed it for many years. Purisima School was nearby and this is where 
Gerald’s father, Jerome attended school. 
Anton and wife retired in 1930 and moved into Lompoc where they lived out 
the rest of their lives in a big house at 402 E. Ocean Avenue, now the site of the 
Hi Cafe. 
The ranch at Four Corners was farmed by two of Jerome’s brothers until it 
was sold in 1964. 
Jerome worked briefly in a Lompoc warehouse and at Celite (now Johns- 
Manville) before he moved to the Santa Rosa Road area and began a long 
livelihood as a flower and vegetable farmer. His son Gerald joined the Navy 
after high school and, upon returning from the Pacific, began farming the Ren­ 
nie Ranch with his father. 
Jerome retired in 1960. During a recent interview, he remembered a Lompoc 
that is sadly gone today. 
“It ain’t what it used to be,” he lamented. 
“When anyone needed help, everyone got in and helped,’’ said his wife, the 
former Elizabeth Serres of Arroyo Grande. 
“You didn’t have to lock your doors,” he added, “everyone knew everyone, 
Gerald plans to continue farming as long as he can. He is married to the 
former Lorraine Grossini of San Luis Obispo.

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Report claims utilities 
overcharged $270 million

Unified School District, the three-day 
holiday will be one last hurrah before the 
opening of the fall term on Tuesday. 


Ample supplies of gas are expected to 
swell holiday traffic as celebrants 
journey to beach or resort.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The state 
auditor general’s office says the three 
biggest utility companies in California 
overcharged their customers by $270.6 
million betweeen May, 1972. and the end 
of 1974. 
The money was intended to pay for an­ 
ticipated fuel cost increases. But the 
hikes were not as large as expected and 
the $270.6 million was distributed to com­ 
pany stockholders. Chief Deputy Auditor 
General Glen H Merritt said in a report 
to the legislature. 
During the two-and-a-half year period, 
the report said, Southern California 
Edison overcharged its customers by 
$145.8 million. Pacific Gas and Electric 
charged an excess of $108.3 million and 
San Diego Gas and Electric overcharged 
by $16.5 million. 
Merritt said the three firms counted 
the excess charge as earned income 
available for payment of stockholder 
dividends “ in the same manner as if a 
general rate increase had been granted 
rather than an increase to offset for 
specified costs.” 
The report was released Thursday by 
Assemblyman Bob Wilson. D-La Mesa, 
chairman of the watchdog Joint Legisla­ 
tive Audit Committee. He announced he 
would immediately introduce remedial 
legislation. 
But the president of the state Public 
Utilities Commission, D.W. Holmes, 
said such legislation is unnecessary. He 
said the commission is investigating 
ways to deal with the issue. 
The report noted that utility rates can­ 
not be increased without commission ap­ 
proval. a complex and often lengthy 
procedure. In 1972. the PUC adopted 
simplified procedures for fuel-cost rate 
increases. 
These procedures enable the utility 
company to increase consumer rates to 
offset expected higher fuel costs without 
going through extensive commission 
hearings. 
But the report said that between May 
of 1972 and Dec. 31, 1974, the utilities 
billed their customers $270.6 million 
more than their actual fuel costs. They 
said they did so because of “unusually 
favorabie” weather conditions and 
energy conservation by consumers. 
The report said the PUC does not 
require utilities to make a separate ac­ 
counting for customer billings for fuel- 
cost rate increases and does not require 
an offset of the actual increase in fuel 
costs against the billings. 
Ford shows 
signs of 
compromise 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford showed signs of willingness to com­ 
promise with Congress today and agreed 
to delay his veto of an extension of 
domestic oil price controls, Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield 
said. 
After meeting with Ford, Mansfield 
said the President would delay until next 
week a veto of the congressional plan 
to extend the controls by six months 
while Democrats try to work out a com­ 
promise. 


Current price controls on 60 per cent of 
the nation’s domestic oil are scheduled 
to expire at midnight Sunday and critics 
of Ford’s planned veto say Americans 
will pay at least three cents a gallon 
more for gasoline without the extension. 


"We found the President most con­ 
siderate, most helpful, most con­ 
ciliatory,” Mansfield told reporters 
after he and House Speaker Carl Albert 
emerged from an hour-long White House 
meeting. 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb told UPI earlier today that Ford 
already had written his veto message. 
But Mansfield said Ford agreed to hold 
up any veto action until after Senate 
Democrats consider a new, “most 
reasonable” plan for lifting the controls 
slowly instead of rapidly. 


Kissinger expresses 


continued optimism 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today he is 
very optimistic Israel and Egypt will 
agree on a peace settlement and that he 
is aiming for both sides to initial the 
document early next week. 
“I’m very optimistic it will be con­ 
cluded,” he told reporters after emerg­ 
ing from eight hours of negotiations with 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
and his aides. 
But from Egypt there came a new note 
of caution on reports the agreement was 
com pleted. Egyptian presidential 
spokesman Tahsin Bashir said in Alex­ 
andria there were still significant things 
to be settled and “one should not be too 
optimistic.”

Hospital staff 
must carry own 
insurance

Doctors on the medical staff of the 
Lompoc District Hospital will have to 
carry their own malpractice liability in­ 
surance, according to a proposal that 
was made last night during a regular 
meeting of the Lompoc District Hospital 
Board of Directors to amend the by­ 
laws. 
The proposal was not voted on because 
a 30-day period must pass after a by-law 
amendment proposal is made, but there 
is little doubt that the requirement will 
quickly become mandatory. It is either 
that or the hospital will lose its only op­ 
portunity to obtain liability insurance 
coverage. 
Effective Oct. 1, Lompoc District 
Hospital will be dropped from Imperial 
Insurance. The company has announced 
it will not insure hospitals after that 
date. 
According to the district’s insurance 
broker, the only liability coverage 
available to the hospital district now is 
from the California Hospital Associa­ 
tion. a group program; and a require­ 
ment to joining the program is that each 
doctor on the medical staff must carry 
their own liability insurance coverage of 
an “adequate” amount. 
Ken Wicks, the hospital administrator, 
says of the 25 staff doctors maybe two 
are not self-insured now. It is likely they 
can obtain liability coverage, he said. 
In other business, Wicks reported that 
from July 1969 to July 1975, the hospital 
turned-over $106,700 in unpaid bills to 
the Central Coast Collectors. Inc., of 
Santa Maria to be collected. CCC 
recovered 33.5 per cent of that figure or 
$69,358. 
The hospital gets half of what is 
collected by CCC. 
At one time, the hospital employed a 
collection manager, but he did not 
collect enough to cover his salary, Wicks 
commented

Union Oil seeks to resume 
oil pumping on Vandenberg

Union Oil Co., which owns the 
mineral rights to 43,490 acres of 
north Vandenberg A.F.B., is 
asking for permission to start 
p u m p in g o il fro m th e s e 
holdings for the first tim e since 
1954. 
The Air Force is evaluating 
w hat im p a ct renew ed oil 
p ro d u ctio n a t V andenberg 
would have on base operations 
and environment. 
A d v an c es in p e tro le u m 
technology and rises in the 
p rice of oil and m in e ral 
property taxes have set the 
stage for the renewed drilling. 
Union at one time had as 
many as six producing wells on 
base, but in 1954 the company 
abandoned the effort as un­ 
economical. Vandenberg oil is 
thick and sludgy and must be 
coaxed out of the ground. Oil 
prices and the state of the oil 
drilling art at that tim e did not 
make this economically possi­ 
ble. 
In 1961, in the midst of the 
Cold War and Vandenberg’s 
buildup as the nation’s ICBM 
showplace. Union entered into a 
contract with the Air Force and 
agreed not to pursue oil produc­ 
tion or drilling on base. Under 
this agreem ent, the Air Force 
has paid the firm about $1.25 
p er a c re p er y e a r not to 
produce oil on base and has also 
paid the state mineral property 
taxes on this land. 
Military spokesmen did not 
clarify why the Air Force 
agreed to pay Union not to 
produce oil on base seven years 
after the firm had closed down 
its Vandenberg operation as un­ 
profitable. 
The contract will remain in 
effect until June 30. 1979. 
A c c o rd in g 
to 
U n io n 
spokesman Roy Martens, the 
oil firm wants to put two of its 
form er wells back into ex­ 
perimental production using the 
steam injection technique, in 
which the sludgy oil is heated 
and liquefied by steam injected 
into the ground. 
Union is hoping that this new 
technique of extracting gummy 
oil of th e ty p e found a t 
Vandenberg. combined with the 
dram atic rise of oil prices, will 
make base oil production a 
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profit making venture once 
again 


Another aspect of the ques­ 
tion is the mineral property 
ta x e s on th e U nion b ase 
holdings. Spurred by the energy 
shortage, state mineral taxes of 
this type have gone up since 
1954 and are about to take 
another large leap. Under the 
contract, the Air Force is 
obligated to pay these taxes, no 
m a tte r how high they go. 
Depending on how sensitive the 
Air Force now considers the 
north base areas near Union’s 
mineral holdings, the service 
may decide that this rising 
mineral tax bill is too much of a 
burden.

LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) 
- The spy ship Glomar Ex­ 
plorer, used by the CIA to 
recover part of a sunken Rus­ 
sian submarine last year, was 
back at her dock today follow­ 
ing nine days of mysterious 
tests at sea. 
It w as s till n o t know n 
whether the government in­ 
tends to send the ship back to 
retrieve the rem ainder of the 
sunken sub. 
The Glomar Explorer arrived 
at her home berth at 8 p.m. 
Thursday night. It was an­ 
chored all week off Catalina 
Island, a resort 27 miles south 
of Los Angeles. 
The G lobal M arin e Co., 
operator of the ship, would not 
say what the tests involved, for 
whom they were conducted, 
who was manning the ship nor 
whether any government agen­ 
cy was involved. The ship sailed 
for Catalina Aug. 20, then 
vanished for three days. Com­ 
pany spokesmen said they did 
not know where it went. 
The ship joined its companion 
barge, the giant HMB1, waiting 
at anchor off Fourth of July 
Cove. The sight enthralled 
scores of tourists at the cove, 
which is difficult to reach ex­ 
cept by privete yacht. 
The barfPBtands five stories 
high and looks like a large air­ 
craft hangar afloat. It can sub­ 
merge to its roofline, and did so 
in the tests.

Irish leader, dies

DUBLIN (UPI) - Eamon de 
Valera, a fiery revolutionary 
who becam e the president and 
father figure of the nation he 
helped create, died today with 
the nam e of his beloved Ireland 
mi his lips. He was 92 


“ All my life I have done my 
best for Ireland.” de Valera 
whispered to a nursing nun 
shortly before the end. “ Now I 
am ready to go.” 


De Valera died in the Linden 
nursing home on the outskirts 
of Dublin shortly before noon. 
He was taken there last week 
with a heavy cold from the old 
folks home to which he retired 
two years ago. 


A spokesman said “ bronchial 
pneumonia and cardiac failure” 
killed the old revolutionary, 
last surviving leader of the 
E aster Rising of 1916 which led

But 
it said the departm ent was off- 
target in recent years in almost

E stim ates w ere wrong on 
how many wheat and com acres 
would be harvested, on yields, 
on dom estic demand, on export 
demand, on carryover supplies 
from earlier years and on com­ 
modity prices. GAO said. 
As a result, GAO said, in 1973 
the A griculture D epartm ent 
laid out $375 million in wheat 
price supports on the basis of 
"greatly underestim ated pri­ 
ces," paid $98.8 million to get 
wheat farm ers to curb acreage 
needlessly and paid $1.2 billion 
for needless lim its on corn and 
other feed grain production 
In some instances, forecasts 
m ade before a cro p w ere 
planted turned out to be more 
accurate than revised forecasts 
made after planting. GAO said. 
The departm ent, in reply, 
said fo recastin g “ can and 
should be improved.” But chief 
a g ric u ltu re econom ist Don 
Paarlberg said bad forecasting 
was only one among many fac­ 
to rs in “ som e u nfortunate 
policy decisions’’ of recent 
years. 
In p a rtic u la r, th e GAG 
criticized the departm ent for 
f a ilin g to d o c u m e n t its 
forecasts, listing exactly what 
went into them, so an evalua­ 
tion could be m ad e when 
forecasts go sour.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Un 
happy with advertising claims 
for fuel economy, the Federal 
Trade Commission today or­ 
dered automakers to give con­ 
sumers full and accurate infor­ 
mation about anticipated gas 
mileage. 
The FTC issued interim 
guidelines for the auto industry 
effective Oct 15 which will re­ 
main in force until permanent 
— and perhaps tougher - rules 
are developed

and sold in the United States 
will have to disclose anticipated 
miles-per-gallon 
figures both 
for city and highway driving as 
determined by Evironmental 
Protection Agency tests 
" I t ’s no se c re t that for 
several weeks the commission 
has been agonizing over what to 
do about fuel economy claims 
in automobile advertising ...” 
J. Thomas Rosch. director of

A visit to the famed fem grotto on 
the Island of Kauai is the thing 
“most to be remem bered” by Flo 
(Mrs. Fred R.) Smith, returned 
from an eight-day three-island holi­ 
day. For her husband, the highlight 
was his golf game on the 18-hole 
championship Royal Golf Course on 
Maui, from whose greens players 
often stop ttieir play to watch 
spouting whales. 
With her sister and husband, Mr. 
and Mrs Dee Arthur of Orange, the 
Smiths landed first in Honolulu 
where they were welcomed with the 
traditional aloha greeting ceremony 
as friendly natives strum m ed 
guitars and ukuleles, giving them 
leis and kisses. Then they were 
taken by the tour director to their 
island home — the ala Moana Hotel. 


Following b reak fast cam e a 
sightseeing and orientation drive to 
the Honolulu Civic Center and 
Windward Oahu areas. They passed 
the city hall, the Lolani Palace 
w here royalty had lived, the 
National Cemetery of the Pacific 
(Ernie Pyle’s grave) and continued 
over the Pali Highway to a lookout 
for a sweeping view of lush valleys, 
clear blue and green sky and water, 
colorful bays and reefs. 


Descending for a picturesque 
drive through little vi lages, they 
delighted in the profusion of flowers 
in their delicate pastels, orange, 
lavender, pink and yellow; the 
orchids, and flowering trees. Almost 
unbelievable w ere the golden 
shower trees with blossoms of 
orange, yellow, pink, gold and 
bronze on the sam e tree. With 
hibiscus as the state flower, these 
too w ere everyw here in 5,000 
varieties. On to the Blow Hole 
where ocean tides force w ater 
through lava high into the air, then 
back through the Honolulu residen­ 
tial area with palm and coconut 
trees, orchid groves. Kona coffee 
t r e e s and c o lo r f u l f o lia g e 
everywhere. 
The second day was set for leisure 
relaxation, swimming, tennis, free 
hula lessons, shopping. The local 
travelers rented a car and visited 
an 87-foot high sacred falls with a 
background of lush unspoiled 
tropical scenery, rare plants, giant 
bamboo, running stream s, lilly 
ponds and fern-bordered paths. 
From there, they went to see the 
Mormon Temple on Oahu’s north 
shore. Built in 1919. the beautiful 
te m p le ’s fo rm al gard en is a 
photographer’s delight. The temple 
is headquarters for the 21,000 
Mormons in Hawaii today. 
Next they went to the Polynesian 
Cultural Center at Laie where the 
culture, charm and traditions of six 
islands have been transplanted. In 
colorful pageants, the natives may 
be observed as they sing. work, play 
and dance. 
Visiting wet and dry caves, and 
Puka Beach, the four stopped to 
hunt for puka shells. There for two 
hours. Flo found but ten shells, a 
cats eye and some species of sea 
life. It was the wrong time of day to 
find puka shells, washed onshore in 
the very early morning as the tide 
rides in. 
Driving past miles and miles of 
sugar cane, acres and acres of 
pineapple fields, they stopped at the 
Dole Pineapple plant and refreshed 
themselves with fresh sweet pineap­ 
ple They were shown how to choose 
good specimens when shopping at 
the grocery. 


It was on their fourth day that the 
tourists took the 30-minute flight to 
Kauai for a drive to the mouth of the 
Wailua River to board a motor 
launch taking them up-river to the 
fern grotto. Accompanying them 
were native entertainers, blending 
their mellow voices to strumming of 
ukuleles as they glided between 
banks of dense tropical foliage on 
the placid river. At the landing up­ 
stream , they debarked for a short 
walk along a well-cleared trail 
through a tangled jungle. At fem 
grotto, a cool secluded cave, the 
entrance is draped as though by a 
suprem e decorator, with giant 
fishtail ferns by the thousands, 
growing downward 
and falling in 
cascades from high above. Many 
famous people have their m arriages 
performed in this setting. 
As the boat captain related the 
myths and legends of the cave, a 
chorus of voices rose in a melodic 
Hawaiian song. Their unforgettable 
performance of the “ Hawaiian Wed­ 
ding Song” in this amphitheater 
w ith its in c r e d ib le n a tu r a l 


acoustics, their voices swelling to 
magnificence, this. Flo declares she 
will always remember. 
Once again aboard the launch, all 
joined in singing and learned some 
Hawaiian songs as they were told 
“relax, be happy, hang loose.” Then 
they were shown some real hula 
dancing, the performer a tiny girl 
with big brown eyes, a beautiful 
smile and flowers in her long hair 
reaching to her knees. 
The fifth day was another leisure 
time .so the foursome rented a car to 
discover for themselves why Kauai 
is known as the "Garden Isle " 
Stops were made at the Kilauea 
Lighthouse: Hanalei, home of the 
movie “ South P acific” : and at 
W aim ea C anyon lookout, as 
astonishing as the Grand Canyon in 
Colorado. They saw Opaekaa Falls 
and the Kalauea Slide which shoots 
one out in front of the falls about ten 
feet for an exhilarating .sensation of 
flying. This pool is large and most 
enjoyable for swimming. It was site 
of the "happy talk” scene in the 
movie “ South Pacific.” Continuing 
past the falls, they found a magnifi­ 
cent valley behind Sleeping Giant. 
After a heavy rain as many as a 
dozen 
w a te rfa lls a re visib le 
cascading down the purple moun­ 
tains. 
'The local travelers went to Sea 
Life Park where they saw porpoise 
leap and spin, sea lions, brilliantly 
colored tropical fish, and Hawaii’s 
red-footed booby birds nesting at 
nearly eye level In the sea grape 
trees nearby. 
Declared as one of the most 
beautiful things they saw, was the 
magnificent Byodo-in Temple at 
Valley of the Temples Memorial 
Park In Windward Oahu. It is a $2.5 
million replica of the famous temple 
at Uji, Japan ’The Buddha priest 
came out to greet the visitors and 
took them about the grounds set in 
lush ferns, flowers, water and vari­ 
colored pastel fish, so thick they 
swarmed over one another as they 
were fed. Flo had her picture 
taken with the priest, ringing the 


huge bell by the temple 
On another day. the travelers 
went to Maul, the “ Valley Isle.” 
’They motored to Lao Valley, (me of 
the scenically beautiful spots, con­ 
taining a volcanic freak — the Lao 
Needle which towers 1,200 feet 
above the valley floor Their drive 
continued through the romantic old 
whaling town and first royal capitol 
of the islands Maui has all that the 
other Islands have — friendly peo­ 
ple, sparkling white beaches, spec­ 
tacular .scenery, away-from-it-all 
seclusion, surfing, nightlife, perfect 
climate 
At a coral factory, the visitors 
watched local craftsm en create 
jewelry from delicate pink to rich 
black coral Everyone was given a 
free sample The Kanapali resort 
area here has a really unique com­ 
plex* of retail stores, shops and 
restaurants in a beautiful ocean-side 
location 
L om pocans had w arned the 
Smiths; “ It will be hot. You can’t 
wear polyester m aterials.” Ingoring 
the advice, Flo wore polyesters each 
day and was most comfortable. 
’There was refreshing rain once or 
tw ice a day for two or three 
minutes, followed by a cool balmy 
breeze While dress is most casual, 
she and her sister wore long dresses 
for dining out each evening as they 
watched the beautiful sunsets and 
ocean waves slapping the shore. The 
nightly torch ceremony introduced 
by beating of drums was an impres­ 
sive rtie A solemn voice intones the 
story of the island as 12 natives ap­ 
pear in island skirt attire, each 
carrying a tall lighted torch. As the 
voice becomes silent, the natives 
run along the river and light 
standing torches one by one until all 
sides of the area are lit 
It was with reluctance that the 
vacationers bid the Hawaiian 
Islands a farewell “ aloha” as they 
re-boarded their giant jet for the 
homeward journey—“to earn more 
money so we can return s(X)n.” says 
Flo 
“ It was an ‘almost heaven’ 
vacation that 1 11 never forget.”

She reached for her revolver 
but one of the men grabbed her 
in a bear hug. pinning her arms 
to her side, and shouted "get 
her gun, get her gun" at the 
other 
She managed to get a mace­

The robbery report reached 
the sheriff’s dispatcher at about 
the same time she radioed for 
help Officers said the descrip­ 
tion of the robbers was similar 
to her description of her as­ 
sailants.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan has moved to 
the verge of a formal announce­ 
ment that he will oppose Presi­ 
dent Ford for the Republican 
presidential nomination, saying 
his candidacy "would not be 
divisive, and in fact a choice 
would be good for the party and 
the nation ” 
But it is too early to start 
campaigning yet. Reagan said. 
The form er governor and 
movie actor, standard bearer of 
the party’s conservatives, is­ 
sued a statem ent Thursday 
after meeting with leaders of 
the “Citizens for Reagan’’ com­ 
mittee. all close associates and 
backers 


He said the committee had 
resolved "some of the questions 
which I have been giving 
serious thought." 


The committee found that 
"there is a strong feeling in the 
party that a candidacy by me 
would not be divisive, and in 
fact a choice (between him and 
Ford) would be good for the 
party and the nation." Reagan 
said 


But it is not in the national in­ 
terest to "escalate the political 
process to the point of virtually 
running next year's election 
this summer and fall." he said. 
"There are plenty of problems 
facing us now without people’s 
attention being distracted by 
premature electioneering." 
Reagan has been urged by his 
backers recently to stake out a 
firm er position to prevent 
Republicans from regarding 
the nomination as sewn up for 
Ford. Ford's political forces in 
turn have mounted a campaign 
to undercut Reagan in Califor­ 
nia The Ford camp has made a 
point of signing up many of 
Reagan's most prominent back­ 
ers. 
Reagan issued his statement 
after meeting with Sen. Paul 
Laxalt. R-Nev., Republican 
strategist and longtime Reagan 


adviser Lyn Nofziger and 
form er Reagan cam paign 
manager John Sears. 
Reagan said that beginning 
next month he will launch "an 
extensive series of tours around 
the United States" that will 
"help me complete my assess­ 
ment as to who can best lead 
the party to victory in 1976 and 
lead the nation beyond that." 
A Gallup Poll made public 
Thursday found that Reagan 
held a slight edge among 
Republicans over Vice Presi­ 
dent Rockefeller as a vice 
presidential candidate, a posi-

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Pot decriminalization: two years away 


WASHINGTON iU P I) - De­ 
criminalization of marijuana 
will be in effect across much of 
Oie country in two years, a 
marijuana reform advocate 
predicts. 
Keith Stroup, director of the 
National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, 
said in an interview this week 
his five-year-old organization is 
about halfway toward its goal. 
“ By two years from now we 
will have cleared the elections 
and we will have effectively 
decriminalized marijuana pos­ 


session across the country. 
“ Then we can start taking a 
look at the regulation, at the 
regulatory models to make sure 
the m arijuana smoker is 
protected like other con­ 
sumers.” Stroup said. 
Last week, Ohio became the 
sixth state to significantly 
reduce penalties for personal 
possession and use of small 
amounts of marijuana. 
The Ohio law now provides 
for a $100 fine for possession of 
100 grams (about 3 5 ounces), 
drastically reducing what re­ 


form ers considered* the 
toughest laws in the country. 
Possession for sale carried a 
minimum 10-years in prison. 
Oregon. Alaska, Maine, 
Colorado and California also 
have revised legislation to 
sharply reduce penalties for 
possession for personal use.

W ASHINGTO N (U P I) - 
President Ford and several of 
his potential Dem(x?ratic con­ 
tenders got some bad news 
from the Federal Election 
Commission. But for Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace, the news 
was good. 
The FEC took a series of ac­ 
tions at its weekly meeting 
Thursday that have a major im­ 
pact on the 1976 presidential 
election. It: 
— Agreed when Ford cam­ 
paigns around the country for 
local Republicans, the cost of 
his travel and living will count 
against either the campaign 
spending limits of the President 
or of the local candidate. 
— Passed a guideline making 
it difficult for a number of 
Dem ocrats to qualify for 
federal campaign funds. 
— Said there is nothing in the 
law to prevent Wallace from 
getting up to $150.000 in 
royalities from permitting his 
picture to be used on T-shirts, 
watches and other campaign 
souvenirs. But commission 
members said they thought this 
would violate the spirit of elec­ 
tion reform 
No formal ruling was made 
on presidential travel expenses. 
But commission counsel John 
Murphy said the law clearly 
requires the expenses be 
charged to Ford or to the lixal 
candidate, depending on which 
benefits from the presidential 
appearance 
A formal ruling was delayed 


to determine if costs could be 
divided between the president 
and the l(x?al candidate. 
The FEC said in a draft rul­ 
ing. however. Ford’s campaign 
would have to pay only first 
class airfare for himself, plus 
his personal living expenses. 
The commission also said 
that before a candidate can 
qualify for federal campaign 
funds, he must deduct the 
amount he spent on events such 
as cocktail parties, chicken din­ 
ners and rock concerts to raise 
his money. 
Former Georgia Gov. Jimmy 
Carter and Rep. Morris Udall 


said they have raised the $5,000 
in each of 20 states in contribu­ 
tions of $250 or under needed to 
qualify for federal funds But 
both have used cocktail parties 
to raise the money and could 
fall below the threshold when 
those costs are deducted. 
The ruling also may affect 
candidates who have said they 
qualify 
Ford. Wallace. Sen 
Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex.. and 
Sen Henry Jackson. D-Wash. 
Wallace, who has spent $3 
million on direct mail fund rais­ 
ing which has brought in about 
$4 million, would not be af­ 
fected.

He 
said Thursday he was set to announce his 
retirement this weekend because of 
recurring injuries, but the team refused 
to comment on his status. 


"It’s a family matter" between Otto 
and team officials, said A1 LoCasale, ex­ 
ecutive assistant of the Raiders. 


The Hollywood, Fla., SunTattler 
reported that the awesome center, 
whose "00" uniform number is well 
known to fans, would announce his 
retirement Saturday before the Raiders’ 
exhibition game with the San Francisco 
49ers. The newspaper quoted sources in 
California and the Miami area. 


Otto, former University of Miami 
lineman, said the Saturday contest 
“ could be" his finale but added " I’m not 
saying this is my last game. I could go 
out there and on the first play my right 
taee could go pop and that would be it. 
i ’m going to see what I can and can’t do.

Otto has been fighting the after-effects 
of his fifth off-season knee operation.

operation was unsuccessful, and team 
orthopedic surgeon Dr. Robert 
Rosenfeld said Otto will have to undergo 
more surgery. 
But despite limping around training 
camp, Otto noted he has overcome in­ 
juries in the past. Two years ago, he 
damaged his knee badly shortly before 
the season began. 
“ I worked hard and came back that 
year," he said. " I ’m used to this. My 
knees have’t been in good shape for the 
last four seasons, but I’ve played." 
Otto is one of only two original players 
from the American Football League still 
active. The other is his teammate 
George Blanda, 47. Since first taking the 
field with the Raiders in 1960, Otto has 
also participated in 73 exhibition games, 
13 post-season contests and 12 all-star 
games— 308 games in all. 
The newspaper report said Otto would 
remain in the Oakland organization as a 
business manager. 
Otto has been on the sidelines during 
Raider exhibition contests this summer, 
and his workouts have been limited. "I 
really can’t be too optimistic," he said. 
"But I ’m not pessimistic either. Quiet 
optimism has always been my way."

In Wednesday’s game, he doubled and 
drove in a run.

It's charging time 
for Orioles again 


Talk may not be 
cheap for Dock

NEW YORK (U PI) - Ever hear of the 
ballplayer who talked himself out of the 
World Series? 
Dock Ellis may have, and right now it 
looks as if he has. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates must name 
their 25 eligible players for the playoffs 
and World Series by Sunday, and the 
question now is do they lift the indefinite 
suspension they slapped on their 30-year- 
old bad boy pitcher last week or do they 
cut their nose off to spite their face, keep 
Ellis on the suspended list and make him 
ineligible for the playoffs and the World 
Series? 
It’s a tough decision, and the men who 
have to make it are Pirates’ general 
manager Joe Brown and manager Danny 
Murtaugh 
Marvin Miller, head of the Major 
League Players’ Association, which is 
fighting Ellis’ suspension, predicts the 
Pirates will keep Ellis on the list, 
eliminating him from postseason play, 
and I think Marvin Miller’s prediction is 
right on the button. "They’re going to try 
to make him crawl," he says. "They’re 
going to punish him." 
If that happens, Dock Ellis has only 
one person to blame. Himself. What it’ll 
amount to is that he talked himself out of 
the playoffs and the World Series, plus- 
and this is the part that hurts—better 
than $50,000. 
It started Aug 13 in Atlanta when Ellis 
was knocked out in the first inning. The 
following night in Cincinnati, Jerry 
Reuss got into trouble and Ellis was 
asked to relieve but said he couldn’t 
because his arm was still stiff from the 
day before. 
The next night the Reds roughed up 
Pirate starter Jim Rooker Murtaugh told 
Don Osborne, the Pirates’ pitching 


coach, to have Ellis go to the bullpen. 
Again Ellis refused. 
For that. Ellis was fined $200 and 
suspended until he notified Murtaugh he 
was ready to pitch when the Pittsburgh 
manager felt he should. 
Marvin Miller isn’t arguing that. It’s 
what followed that he feels is completely 
unjustified. 
A half hour after he was suspended, 
Ellis went to Murtaugh and told him he 
was prepared to pitch. Ellis then went to 
Jim Rooker, the Pirates’ player rep, and 
requested a meeting with the players. He 
asked that Murtaugh and the coaches be 
present, and all were. 
At the meeting Ellis raised Murtaugh’s 
blood pressure by saying, " I’ve lost con­ 
fidence in the manager." 
Ellis told of another Pittsburgh player 
and said Murtaugh was "messing with 
his mind,” only he didn’t say "messing." 
Murtaugh is 58. nearly 30 years older 
than Dock Ellis, and has had two heart 
attacks. Nobody has more of that good 
old-fashioned Irish courage than he has. 
"You’re gonna have to fight me to con­ 
tinue." he said, confronting Ellis face-to- 
face. 
"Man. you’re losing your cool," Ellis 
replied. 
Immediately coaches and players 
jumped in to break it up the way they do 
in baseball showdowns. That’s why 
nobody ever gets hurt. 
Ellis sat down, and his suspension 
followed.

utilizing the Lompoc school 
facilities? Was there any 
re a s o n why the civic 
auditorium could not have 
been used? Or the high school 
cafetorium? Or the Little 
Theaters on the high school 
campuses? 
By utilizing local facilities, 
the 34 local administrators 
could have gone home for lunch 
and dinner and bed and little 
travel expense would have 
been involved. The county 
school administrators would 
have helped our economy by 
having their lunch and dinner 
in our restaurants and bedding 
down in our local motels. The 
cost of the seminar would have 
been considerably reduced. 
We admit that we are talk­ 
ing about peanuts when we 
consider our school district 
has a budget totalling in ex­ 
cess $17 million but if we don’t 
start economizing somewhere, 
we never will.

Last Sunday evening 24 Aug. 75 around 
8 o’clock. I was driving on my medium- 
size motorcycle from the intersection 
CA166-US101 north of Santa Maria along 
US101 to the exit at Los Alamos, a dis­ 
tance of some 21 miles. 
Just before entering US101, I decided 
on the spur of the moment to scrupulous­ 
ly observe the 55 mph limit and to keep 
track of the number of vehicles that 
were, for sure, going to pass me during 
the less than half-hour ride. Traffic den­ 
sity was fluctuating between medium 
and moderately heavy, with no conges­ 
tions. While on US101, I detected no 
police vehicle of any kind, in either 
direction. 
As experienced in the past, I can again 
report that the tailgating "pressure’’ 
became so pronounced at times (and on a 
motorcycle, this rapidly becomes quite 
disconcerting!) that I swung over onto 
the supposedly safe shoulder sidestrip on 
several occasions to let “speeding" cars 
go by. In all, a total of 187 vehicles of all 
descriptions passed me on that 21-mile 
run — sedans, pickups, campers, 
trailers, motorhomes, cars with a boat 
on top or behind, you name it and I saw 
it. And incidentally, I passed absolutely 
nobody except two illegal bicycles; mat­ 
ter of fact, I never even came close in 
keeping up with anything. The counting, 
by the way, got pretty frantic, 
sometimes.

MEXICO CITY - By the standards of 
the Third World, the United States is 
miserably inhospitable to visiting chiefs 
of state Way back there in our brief and 
glorious history, a shrewd Yankee presi­ 
dent. or Secretary of State, designed the 
modest dimensions of Blair House to 
care for a diplomatic entourage of ten or 
twelve people, max. 
President Echeverría 
of Mexico couldn’t 
begin to fit his bustling 
entourage into Blair 
House: they would 
have to pitch tents out­ 
side. He would get a 
state dinner at the 
White House, another 
d i n n e r 
c e n t e r e d 
around the Secretary 
of State, possibly a 
third at which he 
would act as host; 
then, if he wants to go to California to 
see Disneyland, somebody from the 
State Department would escort him 
there. But that’s it. Luis Echeverría, 
following a tradition of hospitality one 
associates with the reception of Marco 
Polo, is on the last leg of a 14-nation tour 
that has taken him to China, to the 
Vatican, to countries in between, and 
now. finally, to Cuba. 
Echeverría uses language difficult for 
normal people to understand. His lieute­ 
nants buzz about Mexico surreptitiously, 
using the standard phrase to explain it 
all. “Hav que quitarles sus banderas’’ — 
You’ve got to take their flags away from 
them Thisis supposed to mean that if. as 
the president of Mexico, you use lustfully 
the rhetoric of the class struggle, of anti- 
Americanism. anticapitalism, and the 
antim ulti-nationals (they call them 
“ trans nationals" ). you deprive your left 
critics of the means of hitting you. It is 
the analogue of the 19th century formula 
used by British conservatives to appease 
their own ranks while pandering to the 
opposition. 
“ Tory rh eto ric. Whig 
m easures." The trouble is that much of 
Mexico believes that whatever it is 
Echeverría intends with the use of his 
left-rhetoric. he is in fact inducing a left­ 
mindedness among his people which will 
not be easily deflected from doctrinaire 
socialism. 
Consider his appearance in Havana 
last week, given treatm ent in the Mex­ 
ican press comparable to the coronation 
of Queen Elizabeth, the sinking of the 
fleet at Pearl Harbor, and the landing of 
the first astronaut on the moon. 
Echeverría actually said, on landing in 
Havana, that he was paying tribute to the 
“solidarity" of Latin America; whereas, 
of course, the historical fact is that Mex­ 
ico. alone, refused to close ranks with 
Latin America in the boycott of Castro 
voted by Latin Americans in 1964, back 
when Castro was amusing himself by 
sending men with hand grenades to blow 


up Latin American officials he disap­ 
proved of. 
Then Echeverría said that, under 
Castro. Cuba was a “happy" country, 
which had recovered its dignity 
this 
about a country ten per cent of whose 
population, at considerable risk to life 
and limb, and total sacrifice of life sav­ 
ings. fled Cuba in order to spare 
themselves the kind of happiness you get 
in a totalitarian country in which you 
cannot own a Coca Cola stand in your 
own name, or read a book or a new­ 
spaper that questions the saintliness of 
the dictator. 
Castro was so moved by Echeverría s 
tarmac tribute to him and his tormented 
little island that he announced on the 
spot that he would personally accompany 
Echeverría during every moment of his 
four-day tour, a prospect which under 
normal circum stances would have 


caused Echeverría to blanche — four 
days for an ideological wheeler-deeler in 
a jeep with Castro is rather like four 
days in a confessional with Savanarola: 
except that Echeverría isn’t allowed to 
pale while courting the Third World, 
though perhaps he has cultivated a dark 
blush. 
Poor Echeverría. Poor Mexico. It is a 
lovely country, with lovely people of 
great dignity, and with some, not un- 
ingenious ways of contriving to have 
their cake, arid eat it too. Echeverria’s 
admiration for the totalitarianism of 
Castro’s Cuba was perhaps just a little 
incontinent, and in any case hardly con­ 
sistent with the stigmata that spout 
great gushers of blood on his hands and 
side every time a Chilean leftist is 
detained on the suspicion that he seeks to 
introduce Castroite totalitarianism to 
Chile. But the Partido Revolucionario In- 


stitutional - the Bourbon dynasty of 
Mexico - has the country very nicely in 
hand, and the absence of effective 
political dissent is countenanced rather 
philosophically by the Mexican establish­ 
ment. most of the dissenters included. 
It is not unappreciated that, in Mexico, 
there is genuine political stability, a rare 
commodity in Latin America, and that 
this has meant a remarkable increase in 
per capita wealth in virtually all 
economic seasons. But that stability has 
required an epicene political opposition. 
The most critical paragraph I was able 
to find of Echeverria’s encomium to 
Cuban totalitarianism, in the most anti­ 
communist paper in the capital, El 
Heraldo. is a monument to docility. If 
they had stuck one more ounce of cotton 
candy in that editorial writer’s mouth, I 
do believe he would have gagged, which 
would have been an improvement.

"Dear, will you please stop yelling ‘Decontrol! 
Decontrol!' I can't get to sleep!" 


When word filtered down this week 
that a family with a 140,000 home in this 
supervisorial district will be paying 
$1.005.48 in taxes during 1975-76, an in­ 
crease of $242.77, we shuddered as we 
knew we would. 
The big culprit in increasing taxes 
was, of course, our 
school district — up 
$1.9478. With less stu­ 
d e n t s 
a t t e n d i n g 
school, the question 
has to be asked, why? 
We sat down with 
the 67-page final 
school board budget 
the other day and 
leafed through it and 
found interesting in­ 
formation for the tax­ 
payer. Aside from the 
fact that we will 
budget $9,330,450 for teachers, ad­ 
ministrators and principals and the like 
and $2,415.338 for other personnel, here 
are some other budgeted items: 
We will pay $13,350 for outside consul­ 
tants to the district next year, up $8,828. 
Travel and conference expense for the 
district will cost $53,169, up $19,715. Of 
this amount $4,500 is for trustee travel 
and conferences; 
$2,200 for the 
superintendent’s office and $5,000 for in- 
service training. 
Employe benefits will cost $1,400,043, 
up $144,862 We will pay into the State 
School Teachers’ Retirement System 
$502,751. up $87.106. 
Our commencement exercise expenses 
are going to rise from $2,515 to $4,183. 
We will replace equipment in the dis­ 
trict to the tune of $151,719, up $72,084. 
Instructional aide salaries for direct 
teaching assistance go from $135,795 to 
$196,714 despite the fact that we will 
have fewer pupils. 
The district will pay out $127,151 for 
four psychologists and a chief and a psy- 
chometrist. 
Salaries for two sprinkler repairmen 
will be $10,285 and $10,404. 
Some other things we will need next 
year contained in the budget: $12,500 for 
sprinkler system parts; $1,600 for the 
repair of bulletin boards and 
blackboards; $8,000 for lock and door 
hardware; $7.080 for the replacement of 
Los Berros School carpeting; $10,000 for 
the repair of audio visual equipment; 
$22.000 to repair office equipment; $4,200 
for the repair of gardening equipment 
and $200 to buy some "furniture glides.” 
We will consider spending $13,000 to 
repair home economics and industrial 
arts equipment. 
We re going to need some tools, too. 
Budgeted is $200 wortn of Skil Saws; $180 
worth of sanders and $450 for some truck 
tool boxes. And we must not forget, $701 
for miscellaneous tools. 
It is anticipated we will further shell 
out $1,000 for lime to mark athletic 
fields; $500 for yellow jacket control and 
$400 for gardening tools. 
Bus drivers will be getting total 
salaries of $20.380 to take students on 
4.200 hours of field trips and it is ex­ 
pected we will spend $7.000 for tires and 
tubes throughout the year. 
Why does it cost so much for a com­ 
mencement exercise?

Tilting windmills 


It would be unfair to liken Governor 
Jerry Brown to Don Quixote. Most 
observers have been comparing his 
fiscal conservatism to Ronald Reagan. 
In fact there are many who feel he is 
“outReaganing" the former governor. 
But just as time is showing that 
Reagan was tilting at tax windmills in 
his efforts to curb government spending, 
Brown is rapidly being frustrated in his 
attempts to head off new taxes. 
With all of his conservative views and 
his anti big government attitude, state 
revenues from taxes were increased 
more than two billion during Reagan’s 
eight years in office. 
Now, only in his first year, Governor 
Brown is faced with the probability of 
tax increases which may total a billion 
dollars. 
Some of these taxes are looming with 
the full support of the governor. Already 
added is $43 million from the elimination 
of oil depletion allowances. Another $20 
million will come from removing the 
home office exemptions of insurance 
companies. Also $25 million is an­ 
ticipated from changes in capital gains 
taxes. 
But that is all peanuts compared with 
what’s to come. Some $200 million would 
be raised in the added 2 cents a gallon 
gasoline tax. And a whopping $600 
million is proposed in tax increases on 
employers for unemployment insurance. 
None of the above taxes are related to 
any new programs however $40 million 
would be raised under an added alcohol 
beverage tax to launch an unproven 
program of reform and rehabilitation for 
d lcohol ics. 
Furthermore, by passive inaction, the 
governor is permitting higher property 
taxes both for the schools and other local 
activities. 
There is no more reason to doubt 
Governor Brown’s sincerity in wanting 
to curb government spending than to 
have gainsayed Reagan. Actually, in his 
own conduct, Brown has demonstrated 
that austerity applies to himself as well 
as all others. He rejected the idea of any 
salary raise for himself and not only op­ 
posed salary increases for his top staff 
but attempted to cut their pay back to 
pre-Reagan levels. 
He lives in a modest apartment and 
pays the rent out of his own pocket. He 
canceled out the private jet plane main­ 
tained by Reagan and flies regular air­ 
lines along with the common herd. On 
the ground he travels in a light car in 
preference to the customary guber­ 
natorial limousines. 
Brown’s dilemma and his frustrations 
are shared by the taxpayers who also 
want to halt the endless increases in 
costs of government. 
The question is. how can this be done. 
If governors cannot clamp on the lid, 
who can? 


Well, it’s still a government of the peo­ 
ple and it’s up to the people to make their 
desires loud and clear to their elected 
representatives. If they don’t want to 
pay more taxes they will have to work 
harder at turning back the bids for office 
of those who fail to pledge an end to 
spending. 
In his book “Stranger in the Arena 
former Senator John G. Schmitz tells 
how hard it is for a lawmaker to “hang 
tough" against the pressures for more 
taxes. Relating how Governor Reagan 
bargained with former Speaker Jess 
Unruh for a billion dollar tax increase on 
condition every Republican voted for it, 
Schmitz says, “I was wheedled with every 
kind of political promise and threatened 
with every kind of political reprisal. I 
felt like the Marines on Wake Island, 
abandoned by their friends and ringed by 
their enemies."
